Since our last writing .piitc a nmnlKT 
of iMMMMMM MMMMM hi V» MMM intro- 
duced, and a greater MMMMM* of them 
have MM rc-comniitte.sl or |S«t|s.ne.l. 
In fact it .M-curs to your corr«s.|H>ndent 
that the House is dis^NMed to defer 
everything except turnpike charters, or 
amendments to same and MMMM a 
hill is pMMi and sent to the Senate, 
that amgmtt body of mmh must amend 
it, so I am tlnally hsl to conclude that 
if the "Lord's prayer" was adopted 
some one w ould move to amend it, or 
probably oiler a substitute for it. A 
great deal of legislation has Ishmi cut, 
and the committees are working very 
out inuously. 

On Thursday morning last, ('apt. ('. 
T. Allen, < 'hairman of the Committee 
on State Prisons, offered a re|x>rt on 
State Prison, which wits read and or- 
dered to N- pentad. It sets out that 
the present state of the prison is deplor- 
ably bad, and attributes the condition to 
four MMMM) viz: 

> 1st. To the MMM condition 
of the prison. 

2nd. To defect i ve sew crane. 

:trd. To a general want of cleanli- 
ness ihM the yards, buildings, 4c. 

ith. To a want mi pMN diet for the 
convicts. 

The re|s>rt goes on to charge that the 
ki^'isT in MMM defiance of law, has 
worked convicts on farms, and at work 
outside the walls of rbepriijon, and that 
he has failed to provide proper food, 
and proper precautions against diseases, 
ami that he has forfeited his claims 
M, and violated his obligations to the 
Commonwealth, and they further rec- 
ommend that a joint resolution Is* passed 
requiring I he Uoveruor to remove tlie 
MMMM, and mmmImI some ihtsoii or 
pMM b> take cl large of the prison un- 
til the legislature can make further 
provision l.y law. The re|s>rt is de- 
notineed by some as Is'ing premature, 
an.l it is evident that there will Is- live- 
ly work on this matter. The reading 
of the ri'isirt created quite an excite- 
ment, Loth in the House and in the 
LoMM. Action on the reisirt ami ns- 
olution «M deferred until next WmImm- 
day, at which time there will likely ls> 
an exciting delmte. 

Your MRMMMi w ill not prejudge 
the case, hut w ill only say in relation 
to the committee making the report, 
that it is gissl material as gisxl as 
there Is in the House. Capt. Allen, of 
Caldwell, Chairman, is an able, th in, 
and fearless legislator; Judge Hon!, of 
this city, is noted for his remarkable 
MMMMM and MMMM demeanor. 
The same may he said of the other 
members of the committee. 

Tlie snme committee has introduced 
a bill to provide for the erection of a 
branch |s-nitentiary. 

A bill has pasmsl Ix.th Houses requir- 
ing manufacturers of olomargine or 
butterinc, to brand with a suitable 
mark all iMickagcs of their manufacture. 
A large establishment for the manu- 
facture of oloinarginc, a MaMtttMte for 
butter, lias been recently opened in 
Lndavtllc, and specimen packages of it 
have been sent to the hotels and Isjard- 
ing bouses in this city. This law is to 
prevent MMMM in the MM of it. 

A hill lias pa-sed the House provid- 
ing for the payment of jurors in mag- 
istrates, poUue, and quarterly courts. 
It provides that the number may Is 1 re- 
duced to i>, and have 50 cents for each 
case, not to have pay, however, in MM 
thau two cases in any one day.
